oive the world fatisfaRtion, and ta cleere 
all doubts, they have thought it neceſſary 
to declare ta the world their reall intenti- 
ons and determinations concerning this 
Deſigne,as followes, 

The GS aid Commons Aftembled in 
Parliament, doe declare, that the Deſigne 
of'. thoſe P:opolitions, 1s as was formerl 
declared to maintaine the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, the Kings Authority, the free courſe 

of luſtice , the Lawes of the. Land, the 
Peace of the Kingdome, and priviledges of 
Parliament, again{t any force which ſhall 
oppoſe them. 
Lixewiſe the Lords and Commons doe 
really appeale to all His Maieſties Joving 
Subiects, defiring them to judge wherher 


they have not juſt cauſe tq hom and fea- 
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ring to prevent Inteſline Warre, and ſuch 
whevill diſcord as homebred Broiles pro- 
duceth to a Kingdome, the'effect of which 
is Rapine, Murder, Spoyle unto King. and 
People, theſe are the Fruits of ſeditious di- 
 Nention, and this we mult expect, fhonld 
the Romiſh Fachion { which God: forbid) 
get the ripper hatid, could they but obtaine 
their deſires, and their yet promiſing hopes 
garne their wiſhed effets, the unbounded 
Ocean of their viprous Envie; would like 
4 (Welling Torrerit averflow the bounded 
limmits, and ina Deluge of revenge and 
Blood, drowne both the King and People, 
for though they cover all their Stratagems 
under a ptetence of ſtanding for the King, 
yet we have jult cauſe to feare theevent, 
with our utmoſt endeavours labour to pre- 
vent, ſuch the malignant practizes of Our, 
and the Kingdomes Enemies, -

Many other reports dayly come to oy 
Houſe, offlanders ciſt upon ſeverall Mem- 
bers of Parliament, eſpecually, againſt Ms, 
Pym, concerning Letters Ent. from Sir 
Fohn Hotham, the contents whereof * are 
here ſpecified. 

Firſt, he deſired preſent ſupplies of Mo- 
neys for the payment of the Garriſon, wha 
were very orderly, and obſervant to hs 
commands. 

Secondly, he deſired that three Hundred
